Vacation bound? There’s a 
chance you might also be 
heading for trouble if you

precautions before leaving 
home. 
Law enforcement experts 
and

Consumer 
Protection 
Division 
a t­ 
torneys say that what is 
vacation time for most folks 
is working time for many 
burglars, pickpockets, and 
con men. 
They suggest that you plan 
in advance to burglar proof 
your home and to guard 
against possible thefts or 
consumer frauds on your 
trip. While the number of 
such occurrences is small 
compared to the number of 
vacationers, it only takes 
one bad experience to ruin a 
trip. 
Here’s a list of things to 
check before you leave: 
—Stop mail, newspaper, 
and other deliveries. 
Tell a neighbor or your 
apartment manager that you 
will be gone and ask them to 
keep an eye on the place. 
—Leave a few lights on or 
buy an automatic timer to 
turn certain lights on and off 
each evening. 
—Cut 
your 
lawn 
just 
before leaving, and, if you 
will be gone a long time, 
have someone cut it while 
you’re away. 
—Check all windows and 
doors to make sure they are 
locked. A sliding glass patio 
door can be more securely 
fastened by wedging a stick 
at the top or bottom of the 
door. 
—Check with your local 
police if you plan an ex­ 
tended 
vacation. 
Many 
forces offer a “close patrol’’ 
of homes were persons are 
away. If your police force 
does, you will need to tell 
them what cars or persons, if 
any, 
will 
be 
m aking 
authorized visits to your 
house. 
—Have your telephone put 
“on vacation.’’ Your callers 
will 
be 
told 
that 
the 
telephone has been

porarily disconnected at 
your request, and you can

—Avoid m entioning to 


casual acquaintances or 
strangers that you will be on 
vacation. Also, avoid telling 
your new spaper’s society 
editor of your trip until you 
have returned. 
—Before leaving, engrave 
all valuables in your home 
and those you will be taking 
with you in the car with your 
driver’s license or social 
security 
num ber. 
Some 
police forces will loan you an 
engraver to m ark your 
belongings and will register 
your number on their m aster 
list. This may discourage 
burglars from taking your 
goods and can make iden­ 
tification of recovered stolen 
goods much simpler. 
After taking precautions to 
secure your home from 
burglars while you are gone, 
don’t let down your guard 
when you get into the car and 
drive away. There are a few 
things to remember during 
your trip too:

beautifully. 
I think the highest praise 
should go to Len Medrud, 
however, for his brilliance 
in portraying Garson, the 
boy friend. 
Medrud is every bit the 
prissy,

of a homosexual, complete 
with crushed

Slick Fielding Shortstop 


Ignores Batting Average 
Toby Harrah: Up for All-Stars 


ARLINGTON, Texas 
Slick fielding Toby Harrah of 
the Texas 
Rangers is a 
unique baseball player in 
one respect: He never looks 
at his batting average 
“ I can’t see any advantage 
in keeping a close tab on my 
batting average. Actually. I 
sometimes think a lot of ball 
players are psyched when 
they see their averages dip a 
few points," the stylish 
young shortstop said. 
Harrah is in accord with 
an early season edict by 
Manager Billy Martin that 
eliminated 
flashing 
the 
individual batting averages 
on the giant scoreboard 
during the game. 
“ I think Billy is right. He 
has the 
interests of the

players at heart and he feels, 
as I, it can cause a player 
some embarrassment to see 
his average flashed up there, 
especially if he is having a 
little difficulty at the plate.” 
Harrah in his third season 
with the Texas Rangers feels 
he has come of age as a 
major league infielder. 
“ I feel that shortstop is my 
natural position. I will play 
anywhere Billy wants me, 
but I ’ve played short so long 
I’ve more or less ‘grown to 
the position’,” Harrah said. 
Harrah looks upon short­ 
stop as a tough and more 
challenging position. 
‘‘You have to have wider 
range, you must have a 
strong arm, and have the 
agility to pivot for the double 
play, plus the speed to go 
deep into the hole, also to get 
out for the relay from 
the outfield. 
I ’ve played some third 
base and I consider it a bang- 
bang position. 
You can’t 
afford to bobble the ball, you 
have to come up clean with 
it, and you have a smaller 
area in which to maneuver. 
Harrah is disdainful 
of 
‘‘slump’’ talk. 
‘‘I don’t think you get into 
‘slump’ physically; I feel it 
is more mental and it is 
easier to get back into your 
swinging groove if you aren’t 
daily reminded of your 
average. 
“ That’s why I don’t check 
my batting average to see if 
I was O-for-what, or three- 


for four. I just play the game 
day by day. 
“ I think my value to the 
ball club is defense. I pride 
myself in my fielding ability. 
This season I think I ’m 
playing the ball best afield in 
my career,” 
said Harrah. 
Martin agrees with the 25- 
year old veteran’s self­ 
appraisal. “ Toby goes out 
and does the job. 
He’s 
strong, he has that great 
arm, and he is a team 
player,” said Martin. 
In 
his 
two 
previous 
seasons 
at 
Arlington 
Stadium, Harrah’s career 
was interrupted by injury or 
illness. 
In 
1972, he 
was 
picked for the All-Star team 
but injured his shoulder, 
then 
later 
had 
an 
ap­ 
pendectomy. Last season he 


lost five weeks with a broken 
finger suffered when hit by a 
Paul Splittorff pitch on July 
I. 
Harrah has been a cluster- 


hitter, getting his hits in 
bunches. Over the past two 
seasons he has had two four- 
hit 
games, 
16 three-hit 
games.

Institute estimates that a 
complete meal cooked over 
coals can save about one- 
half to 
twothirds 
of 
the 
energy that would be needed 
for the same meal cooked 
indoors with gas. 
Attracts Young Families 
Its estimate is based on the 
amount of fuel needed to 
make the charcoal versus 
the amount of gas used by a 
kitchen range. The figures 


were based on a meal for 
four. It consisted of skillet 
baked beans, hot dogs, herb 
bread and foil-baked apples. 
The survey also showed 
that barbecuing attracts 
younger households with 
larger 
fam ilies. 
H am ­ 
burgers, steak, hot dogs and 
chicken are the main course 
favorites, in that order. 
From an

economical. More than 6.5 
million tons of forest in­ 
dustry by-products that used 
to be discarded as waste now 
are converted into briquets 
annually. Briquets currently 
are being made in *ecord 
volume at 32 plants in the 
United States and Canada. 
Tips for Barbecuing 
Manufacturers have these 
time and energy-saving tips 
for summer barbecuing: 
— If you buy different 
brands of briquets, you'll 
have found that some are 
quick starters and fast 
burners. 
Use

for 
grilling hot dogs and other 
cooked 
sausages, 
ham ­ 
burgers and other fast- 
cooking foods. Slow-starting 
briquets tend to burn slowly. 
Save 
them 
for 
rotissiere 
cooking, baking potatoes and 
other long-cooking foods. 
—In a cool climate or on a 
cool day or evening, place 


your grill on a protected 
patio or terrace where wind 
can’t fan the fuel into flames 
or make it burn too rapidly. 
—A grill can be used safely 
just inside a garage door if 
the door is left open and no 
inflammables are nearby. 
Burning charcoal gives off a 
colorless, odorless gas that 
can asphyxiate you in an 
enclosed area.

Hamburgers about three 
quarters to one inch thick 
cook in about eight to 14 
minutes over charcoal. Turn 
them about halfway through 
the cooking period. 


Make your own marinade 
for charcoal broiled meat or 
poultry. Add your favorite 
seasonings to a half and half 
mixture of oil and vinegar or 
lemon juice. 


Steaks at least one and a 
half inches thick need 15 to 40 
minutes over charcoal. The 
time depends on the desired 
doneness—rare, medium or 
well.
